C: Bookmobile Update: Supply delays have once again caused delays, so the completion
date has been estimated at the end of October or into November. Photos show the interior and
exterior as well as the placement of the awning and screen. The new Outreach Coordinator is a
professional artist and will meet with Keeley (Sign Creations) on ideas for the wrap. They will wait
for delivery for final measurements. Cherie will be learning the system and will aid in sharing and
producing documents for the bookmobile.
